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THE  OLD  SOUTH  CHURCH.  Built  in  1729. 
Ueed  as  a  place  of  meeting  by  the  patriots  of  '76.  During  the 
British  occupancy  of  Boston  was  used  as  a  riding  school  by 
the  Redcoat  Cavalry.  Narrowly  escaped  the  flames  during 
the  conflagration  of  1872  and  is  now  protected  by  extraordi- 
nary means  fiom  fire.  Stands  on  Washington  Street  in  the 
richest  and  busiest  part  of  the  city. 
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
